BANKS WRITE OFF 
BILLION IN LOSSES 


Housecleaning Largely 
Possible Through Influx 
of Capital From RFC. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—()— 
A huge bank house-cleaning of mil- 
lions of dollars in depression debris 
was reported today by the Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corporation. 

It said 14,124 insured institutions, 


| representing all but 1,664 of the na- 
tion's Jicemsed banks, wrote .1,13U,- 
| 000,000 in accumulated losses o 
their asset ledgers in 1934. This big 
sweep of questionable paper, the FDIC 
said, was made possible by a net in- 
flow of $650,000,000 in new capital, 
supplied largely by the Reconstruc- 
tion Corporation. 
| Assets Advance. 

The FDIC figures showed while 
taking heavy losses, assets of the in- 
sured banks advanced from $40,610,- 
000,000 to $47,370,000,000 during 
1934, accompanying an increase in 
deposits from $31,300,000,000 “to 
about $39,000,000,000,” 
| The big decline in book value of 
insured bank assets compared with 
inet e. cnings of $445,000,000° and 
$290,000,000 in recoveries on assets 
previously written off and profits on 
securities, 

Bad loans, the corporation estimat- 
ed, accounted for $550,000,000 of the 
$1,130,000,000 write-off in loans and 
investments. 

Chiefly because of the increase in 
deposits and the insurance coverage 
from $2,500 to $5,000, the FDIC said 
its only liability for insured deposits 
increased from §$10,940,000,000 to 
$16.640,000,000 during 1934.

$6,760,000,000 growth in bank assets 
which accompanied the rise in de- 
| posits to: Growth of interbank de- 
| posits and uncollected funds due from 
| other banks which “accounted for one- 
fourth the increase in total deposits ;”

SCORED BY KNOX 


Socialism, Communism 
Termed ‘Antithesis’ of 
Aims of U.S. Founders. 


FLAT TOP, W. Va., Aug. 18.—(#) 
Editor Frank Knox, of the Chicago 
Daily News, told one of America’s old- 
est and largest family reunions today 
that the socialistic and communistic 
trends in some parts of Europe are 
“the antithesis’ of what animated 
America’s founders. 

The prominent republican, now be- 
ing mentioned as a possible candidate 
for his party's presidential nomina- 
tion, declared that wherever the two 
philosophies take hold an immediate 
fight begins against free churches and 
the free right of worshipping God. 


Between 10,000 and 15,000 persons 
crowding this picturesque little moun- 
tain community 20 miles south of 
Beckley for the annual two-day re- 
union of the Lilly families, listened 
to the editor. 7 

“The most irreligious atmosphere 
in America today is in the meetings 
of radical socialists who would sub- 
stitute planned economy and socialistic 
philosophy for our free institutions,” 
he asserted. 

“That philosophy is the very antith- 
esis of what animated the men who 
founded America, They came primar- 
ily to found a land where they could 
worship God according to the dictates 
of their own conscience. This could 
only survive in a country of free pop- 
ular institutions. 

“The determination to write this 
spirit of freedom produeed the con- 
stitution itself. The makers began 
with supplication to-God to guide them 
and ended with prayer committing the 
result of their Jabors to the guardian- 
ship and care of the Almighty God.” 

Knox blamed the war and its after- 
math for the trend away from “indi- 
vidualistic philosophy” toward social- 
ism and communism. He said that 
Russia scoffs at all religion, driving 
ministers from the pulpit and teach- 
ing anti-religion in its schools.

“An autocratic leader in that coun- 
try is trying to mould all. religious 
thinking in one channel. Thus the 
Jews, Catholics and the more inde- 
pendent of the Lutherans find them-

LION FUND 
NEED FOR SECURITY 


Immediate Appropriation 
Sought To Operate New 
Program for 10 Months. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—(?)— 
An appropriation of $75,000,000 to 
start the giant economic security pro- 
gram was recommended today by the 
budget bureau. 

The money would be expended in 
the next ten months. The sum ap- 
proved by the bureau in a message 
to the house appropriations commit- 
tee is nearly 25 per cent less than 
the $98,491,000 authorized for ex- 
penditure this year in the security 
law signed by Président Roosevelt 
last week. 

The original estimate was for the 
fiscal year ending next July 1, but a 
quarter of that year will have passed 
before the act becomes operative. Con- 
gress is expected to vote the funds 
before adjournment. _. 

It was said that any deficiency the 
still unappointed economic security 
board may run up could be met by 
an appropriation when congress re- 
assembles next January. 

Immediate Needs. 

Officials close to the cabinet com- 
mittee stressed, however, that even 
more than $98,000,000 may be re- 
quired before July 1, if the _ relief 
administration's plan to remove un- 
employables from relief rolls is car- 
ried out this winter. This program, 
they said, would add to state old aze

Police Shoot White Man 
and Negro to Death; 16- 
Year-Old Avenges Theft. 


Three men were shot and killed here 
yesterday, one of them a holdup man 
who fatally was wounded by a 16- 
year-old boy as the thug robbed his 
father’s store. The other two men 
were shot and killed by police officers. 

Nick 8S. Arthur, 16-year-old son_ of 
Steve Arthur, operators of Steve's 
Place at 147 Butler street, was awak- 
ened on the second floor of the buil-- 
ing by the noise of a holdup down- 
stairs. Going to an opetiing in the 
ceiling, .the youth saw four negroes 
robbing his father. Two of them had 
drawn -pistols and the other two were 
rifling the cash register. One of the 
latter negroes walked over to Arthur 
and took $114 from the store owner's 
pockets. | 
Fires One Shot. 

The boy waited until the negro had 
walked a safe distance away from 
his father toward the door and then 
fired one shot. The bullet weut 
through the negro’s heart. The 
wounded man ran from the store anil 
dropped dead in the street. The other 
bandits fled. 

Police recovered $9 in change from 
the negro’s pockets and found other 
coins scattered in the street. 

Two mep, one a negro, were shot 
and killed yesterday by police officers. 
In both cases the victims were attack- 
ing radio patrolmen. 

E. O. Griswold, 47, of 775 Ar- 
gonne avenue, N. E., was killed about 
10 o'clock in the morning by Radio 
Patrolman J. E. Sims after Griswoid 
had attacked the officer with a heavy 
piece of iron.

Wallace further is believed to have 
stated how many .engineers and other 
employes must be added to the state

“Forget About Diplomat- 
ic Discourses, March 
Over All Obstacles,” Pre- 
mier Orders His Troops.

i turned an indifferent “No” to Franco- 
British proposals for partial Italian 
control of Ethiopia. 

Simultaneously with the adjourn- 
ment, announced by Laval in a com- 
munique, British conferees said “there 
will be no more meetings until the 
League of Nations session at Geneva 
September 4,” 

Laval’s Statement. 

The text of the communique: 

“Pierre Laval, representing France: 
Anthony Eden, representing Great 
Britain, and Baron Aloisi, represent- 
ing Italy, assembled in Paris to search 
for 4 means of peaceably solving the 
Italo-Ethiopian difference. 

“They have -not-yet been able to 
find a basis for discussion which would 
permit solution of the conflict. 

“Difficulties encountered in exami- 
nation of suggestions made during the 
discussions. necessitated. adjournment 
of the study undertaken, which will 
be pursued through diplomatic chan- 
nels,” 

Despite the reference to diplomatic 
talks, British spokesmen said the 
whole bitter quarrel between Il Duce 
and the bearded Haile Selaisse, of 
Ethiopia, probably will be threshed out 
at Geneva, and no sooner. 

Baron Pompeo Aloisi, who reported 
Premier Mussolini’s rejection of the 
Franco-British suggestions to Edeu 
and Laval today, planned to return 
to Rome, and Eden was expected to 
|depart without delay for London. 

He may stop for a conference with 
Prime Minister Stanley Baldwin at 
Aix-les-Bains. 

The delegations from France, Great 
Britain and Italy met in final and 
fruitless conversations late today fol- 
lowing receipt of Il Duce’s answer, and 
then separated. 

Laval, Aloisi Meet. 

Later, Aloisi spent five minutes with 
Laval in the latter’s office and said 
gooybye to his host.

DEFIES MOB THREATS 


U. S. Jurist Speaks in Mis- 
souri Town in Answer 


to Challenge. 


HOPKINS, Mo., Aug. 18.—(/)— 
Federal Judge Merrill B. Otis tacitly 
answered threats of personal violence 
from farmers infuriated by fore 
closure sales in addressing a home- 
coming gathering at this country 
town today. 

Armed Depattment of Justice men 
attended, however, under orders to 
see that no harm befell the calm, 
sturdy jurist. Townspeople and farm- 
ers of the Hopkins area made up the 
small, friendly audience. 

The Kansas City judge was threat- 
ened with a beating by mob leaders 
who blocked two foreclosure sales in 
northwest Missouri in the last week. 
He ordered a federal grand jury in- 
vestigation of disorders at a sched- 
uled Plattsburg (Mo.) sale. 

“My father and his father,” Judge 
Otis told his listeners, “were farmers, 
American farmers. I know of no 
prouder title. They depended upon 
themselves. They -feared God and 
only God. They loved their country 
and obeyed its laws. I rejoice that 
I am here with you today. 

“Nothing could have kept me from 
coming to this little town where my 
mother lives, where my father died.” 

Of the foreclosure disorders, at 
Plattsburg and Maysville, he said only 
“it is not proper for a judge to dis- 
cuss any matter that may later come 
béfore him.” 


Ancient S yrian-Hittite Palace — 
Is Found Near Biblical Antioch 


Archaeologi 


Upon Interesting and Important Historical 
Between 1,000 and 500 B. C. 


Declares Discovery Will Cast New Light 


Peri 


CHICAGO, Aug. 18.—4)—Discov- 
ery of an ancient Hittite “provincial” 
comet in North Syria, not far from 
Biblical Antioch, was announced to- 
day by the Oriental Institute of the 
University of Chicago. 

Dr. C. W. McEwan, field director 
of Syrian expeditions, reported the 
find, and declared the town seemed 
to have been of considerable local im- 
portance in the Syrian-Hittite world 
between 1,000 and 500 B. C, 


The city, extent as Yet undeter- 
mined, lies to the north of Antioch, 
once a center of Greek culture with 
400,000 inhabitants, between Alexan- 
dretta and Aleppo. The initial dis- 
covery was made by a native foreman 
at the edge of a mound known 4s 
Tell Tainat. 


Test diggings located a royal pal- 
ace, Dr. McEwan said, with indira- 
tions that there were other public 
buildings. An outstanding single piece 
of statuary recovered was a crouching 
double lion column base which insti- 
tute archaeologists said was the first 
of its kind to be found. 

Dr. McEwan told of events lead- 
ing to the excavations: 


“The native foreman of our expedi-| 


tion on near-by mounds was riding 
into Antioch on a bicycle one day 
when he noticed two carefully cut 
blocks of basalt im the ditch. We 
found that they were column bases 
of a royal building of the late Hittite 
period, sométime after 1,000 B. C. 

“Natives of the surrounding villages 
had been digging at the mound, not 
for antiquities, but for ancient burnt 
bricks to help them in road buildings. 

“A two weeks’ ‘dig’ at Tell Tainat, 
in co-operation with the department 
of antiquities of Syria (which is a 
French mandate), uncovered a ‘hi- 
lani,’ or Syrian-Hittite palace, which 
showed three construction periods be- 
tween 850 and 600 B. C.” 

Dr. McEwan explained that the 
Syrian-Hittite culture was a conm- 
posite of Hittite, Phoenician and As- 
Syrian cultures which flourished in 
North Syria from 1100 B. C. until 
the conquest of Alexander the Great. 

“The discovery of the local cap- 
ital of these people will bring new 
light upon a most interesting histor- 
ical period,” he declared, saying he 
hoped work in the autumn would am- 
plify what is known of the culture.

Vocabulary Equal to That of 
Average Ten-Year-Old 
Child.

* CHICAGO, Aug. 18.—If a child 20 
months old using a vocabulary of 600 
words—little Carol Rowe, of Creston, 
Iowa, who got into the newspapers 
the other day—is a prodigy, what is a 
youngster two and a half years old 
using a vocabulary of 1,000 words? 

Here is another: When you were 
the same age as this newest’ super- 
prodigy, did you or did you not say, 
a is me?” Well, “Jinny” says, “It 
is I.” 

“Jinny” is -Virginia Nell McManus, 
living near the University of Chicago. 
Such adjectives as “luseious, exquisite, 
gorgeous, marvelous, splendid, clumsy, 
dangerous, uncomfortable and delight- 
ful” are as naturally rolled off her 
baby tongue as are the nouns “wheel- 
barrow, roller skate, scissors, guitar, 
typewriter.” 

“Jinny” knows and properly uses 
with the right connotation, 200 words 
more than Dr. Janet Aiken, of Co- 
lumbia University, said are enough 
for anyone to learn to read the Bible 
or Ernest Hemingway. Dr.. Aiken re- 
duced the English language to an 800- 
word vocabulary wis - she called 
“Little English” and which she hopes 
some day will become the internationa: 
language. 

When Virginia was 18 months old 
she knew every word of the song, 
“Pony Boy,” as well as many other 
verses and rhymes. At present she 
has a repertoir that would do credit 
to a 10-year-old. She is a constant 
source of wonder and entertainment 
to her friends and playmates. 

This brilliant little miss is well ac- 
quainted with tenses and_ without 
prompting asks with discrimination of 
meaning “May 1?” and “Shall 1?”’— 
all as deftly as a high school lass. 

Woodrow Wilson used 6,221 words 
in his public addresses, though in his 
extensive writings he used upwards 
of 20,000. Shakespeare’s writings con- 
tain 20,000 different words and John 
Milton’s 15,000. A working knowledge 
of English is said to require 4, 
words, the number attributed to the 
average 10-year-old youth. Ten thou- 
sand words are required, experts say, 
to read and understand about what 
is going on in the world today. 

Notwithstanding all this brilliance 
in expression, “Jinny” plays with dolls 
and is otherwise like other children 
‘of her age. She makes pies and cook- 
ies with the dotigh given her by her 
maternal grandmother, Mrs. Margaret 
Loffland, who is her nurse. Grand- 
mother has been telling stories and 
singing songs to her since she was 
seven months old. 

“Jinny” started talking when one 
rear old and her first big word used 
in conversation was “pocketbook.” 

Her father, Robert J. McManus, is 
college trained and her mother is a 
commercial artist. Her paternal grand- 
father is Robert C. McManus, promi- 
nent attorney and civic leader of Chi- 
cago.

He made no direct mention of Jul- 
ius Streicher, the nation’s No. 1 anti- 
Semite, who held Berlin crowds spell- 
bound in a long oratorial attack on 
Jews last week. 

But he continued: 

“Now, as before, Jewish stores are 
permitted to conduct their business. 
It is up to the reich government to 
decide whether and when they are to 
be limited. 

“All of those, however, who do not 
submit to the attitude of the govern- 
ment are acting in an undisciplined 
manner and I shall make them re- 
sponsible in case execution of the fi- 
nancial and economic task outlined 
by Der Fuehrer is made impossible. 

“Inasmuch as all our economy is 
most intimately intertwined with that 
of other countries, nobody among us— 
least of all I, who am the minister 
responsible for keeping the German 
economic machinery going—can be in- 
different to the consequences at home 
and abroad that result from these dis- 
turbances.” 

Dr. Schacht said he agreed with for- 
eign critics on one point, namely, that 
“our foreign debt is a serious encum- 
brance.” He said he did not agree 
with those who wondered’ whether 
Germany should make any effort to 
repay her debts. 

“Let? s not forget our foreign credi- 
tors,” he said.

The program of objectives for 
communist activity in the United 
States, openly announced at the 
Seventh congress of the Third In- 
ternationale in Moscow, is a bold

The program, if accomplished, 
would be a major step toward the 
establishment of a communist gov-

As outlined by Earl Browder, who

USELESS TRIBULATIONS 

As the result of the dispatch to 
the Matanuska colonization project 
in Alaska of 150 expert construc- 
tion workers, Lieutenant Colonel 
Hunt, assistant administrator of the 
project, is quoted as saying that he 
is “beginning to see the light” and 
of expressing the opinion that 
“we've got a chance; we've got a 
good chance to whip this thing.” 

The “thing” to which reference 
is made is the dread specter of fear 
that has been growing since the 
colonists were dumped down in 
barren Matanuska valley that there 
would be no houses for them by 
the time the short summer was 
over and the blighting blizzards of 
winter set in. 

Now there are 750 persons, ex- 
clusive of the big administrative 
staff, frenziedly at work on homes 
for the 200-odd families who will 
make up the colony. Gone are the 
dreams of a community center in 
which would be a town hall, stores, 
movies and the other establishments 
necessary for the comfort and en- 
tertainment of a modern commu- 
nity; gone also are the hopes that 
1,200 acres could be cleared of 
trees and underbrush so that colo- 
nists could get into crop production 
this year. 

All that remains is the desperate 
hope that some kind of houses can 
be thrown together that will fur- 
wish protection of a sort against 
the rigors of the long and dreary 
Alaskan winters, 

Thus the farcical story of the 
attempt to make a pipe dream of 
unnecessary and practically useless 
colonization come true, when a 
tenth of the money spent already 
would have put many times as 
many farm families back on the soil 
in the thousands of deserted farms 
in the south, where without hard- 
ship or deprivation they could with- 
in a few months become self-sup- 
porting. 

The proponents of the Matanuska 
project argue that ‘‘judgment on 
this endeavor should be reserved 
for at least two years,” but it will 
be difficult to convince the aver- 
age American citizen of the wisdom 
of struggling for two years with no 
definite prospect of success when 
better results toward the same ob- 
jectives can be secured in the 
south.

Economic Conditions # 


In Italy. 


Prices are high in the whole of 
Italy. They do in no way correspond 
with the wage-levels. In industry, 12 
lire is about the average. Men earn- 
ing 18 lire a day are exceptional. 
Government officials of the function- 
ary class are receiving from 400 to 
700 lire a month. There are 12 lires to 
the dollar. 

Rice costs one lire a pound, meat 
2.50 to 5.00 lire; veal 5.00 to 6.50 
lire; bread 0.85 lire; butter 6 lire, 
half a dollar; eggs 4.20 lire a dozen, 
milk per liter, 1.80 lire; potatoes 1 
lire; common cheese 4.50 to 6.00 lire 
per pound. Rent in the new workers’ 
apartments consisting of two rooms, 
bath. and a kitchen in the Milanese 
suburbs run from 250 to 300 lire per 
month. The common people therefore 
expend half their income in rent. 
Shoes and textile articles are as high 
in Italy as in Switzerland, which is 
the most expensive country in the 
world at present. 

Agricultural laborers are mostly 
paid in kind. A laborer must have a 
minimum pay of 14 lire per day, 
slightly over $1. But of this he re- 
ceives only 100 lire, $8.50 in money, 
the rest in natural products.

Uneasy Lies 
The Head. 


Unemployment insurance is a poor- 
ly functioning social activity all over 
the country. Government support 
comes to 1.75 to 3.50 lire per day, 30 
cents, but is only paid out at the 
maximum for six months. After that 
the unemployed citizen must depend 
on private charity. 

But there is a fall in unemploy- 
ment. Nearly 1,000,000 men have been 
absorbed in war industry. Yet, well- 
being Mussolini has not brought. Dis- 
content is widespread and deep. 
Hatred for the regime is undeniable. 
The war finds no support among the 
people, On the whole I would say, as 
I leave this country, maybe for a long 
time, that maybe the Negus of Abys- 
sinia can sleep much more peaceful 
than Il Duce Fascismo, Benito Mus- 
solini. 


The Other 
Viewpoint. 


There are without question many 
millions in Italy who hope that the 
war in Africa will lead to Mussolini’s 
fall. A fascist legion commander, a 
former right-wing liberal, said to me 
in Vivita Vecchia: “It has never been 
forgotten amongst the people that for- 
mer governments always began some 
military action in Africa when they 
got into difficulties. Mussolini follows 
the same method. The fact that he is 
bent on going to war against Abys- 
sinia is proof to the people that he 
sees no other way out of his over- 
whelming problems. And to my sur- 
prise, he added: “Most of us feel that 
we should not prevent him (from go- 
ing to war) but that we should egg 
him on, so that he batters his own 
head to pieces against the granite 


rocks of Abyssinia.’’

NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS 
BY PAUL MALLON. 


SMOTHERATION WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—If you get Ohio poli- 

ticians hére off in a corner, you will have no 
difficulty learning why Governor Davey is in no hurry to have an early 
congressional election in the state which has mothered many présidents 
and smothered several others. : 

Best democrat seers will candidly tell you they have had their fingers 
crossed on Ohio since the Rhode Island election. You could not get a 
real bet out of any of them that they would carry the state today. 

On the other hand, republican crystal gazers see the possibilities of a 
republican majority ranging from 100,000 to 300,000 votes. 


FRANKNESS There has rarely been a show like the one Governor 
Davey put on when he came down here to wheedle 
twenty million public works dollars out of President Roosevelt. 
Davey has been here many times before, traveling alone. This time 
he was accompanied by two military aides in uniform, the democratic 
state chairman, and the publicity man for the democratic state committee. 
Those who saw the well-chosen group draw up at the White House 
judged that the governor wanted to make more of a political impression 
than a financial one. At least no financial authorities accompanied him. 
But he could just as well have saved himself the trouble. As soon 
as he got inside the door, and before he even saw Mr. Roosevelt, he was 
handed a letter from the President, awarding him the twenty millions. 
This is the fastest award ever made through the usually cumbersome 
red tape of Mr. Ickes’ PWA. It stimulated Governor Davey so much that 
he made one of his fastest decisions—to refrain from calling a special 
state election to choose a new congressman. Apparently it is too hot 
these days to try to be subtle about such things. 


FAST ONE The Black committee slipped an unnoticed fast one over 

on sénate republicans the other day. Under the guise 

of getting additional authority from the senate to handle the errant Mr. 
Hopson, it broadened its general powers sweepingly. 

A resolution was proposed by Chairman Black and adopted by the 

senate, permitting the investigators to police the financial and political 


operations of all corporations, not only public utilities and holding com-- 


panies. The legal excuse offered was that it would affect only corpora- 
tions attempting to influence public activities, but that is broad enough 
to cover nearly any corporation resisting the New Deal. 

This may become highly important at the beginning of a presidential 
campaign in which industry apparently has political intentions. 


TALK UP Unofficial word has been slipped to some administration 
political strategists to talk up Mr. Hoover for the repub- 
lican nomination. 

Republican authorities here are so excited about it that they are 
seriously considering what may happen under possible lax enforcement 
of primary registration laws next spring. They foresee the possibility of 
Mr. Roosevelt’s followers voting for Mr. Hoover in the republican pri- 
maries in the belief that he would be the easiést republican candidate to 
beat in the election.

A pamphlet distributed by a com- 
mercial organization contains some re- 
markable remarks under the seal of 
“acceptance by the committee on 
foods, American Medical Association.”

“White bread is more completely 
digestible than whole wheat bread. 
one Vhite bread is a wholesome, 
nutritious food. As such it has its 
rightful place in the normal diet of 
the normal individual. Its avoidance 
for fear of any harmful conséquences 
or the fear that it is the cause of any 
disease condition when properly used 
in the normal diet, is entirely with- 
out scientific foundation.” 

I doubt whether there is any scien- | 
tific foundation for the notion that 
white bread is “more completely di- 
gestible’ than whole wheat bread. All 
the rest of the statement which bears 
the “acceptance” of the A. M. A. ap- 
plies as well to whole wheat bread 
as it does to white bread. Indeed, 


rants the opinion that whole wheat 
bread is more essential in the normal 
diet of the normal individual than 1s 
white bread. 

Hindhede, distinguished physiologist 
and nutrition authority, found that 
men doing light work, part of the 
time in the laboratory, part of the 
time in the garden, thrived well and 
felt well and vigorous on a diet of 
whole wheat bread and margarine for 
a period of 261 days. When a siml- 
lar test was made with white bread 
instead of whole wheat, the men lost 
strength and energy rapidly, had 
headaches, dizziness, constipation and 
other complaints.

| Ancient Times Lurk 


In New Ethiopia 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—The 
eyes of the world are focused on Ad- 
dis Ababa, capital of Ethiopia, Ethi- 
opian press box of the Italo-Ethiopian 
political situation, and: only settlement 
in the empire that merits the name 
“city.” 

“Addis Ababa is the sole place in 
the country showing marked signs of 
modern development, yet in the sha4- 
ow of these improvements, ancient 
Ethiopia still lives,” says a_ bulle- 
tin from the Washington headquarters 
of the National Geographic Society. 

“The city is situated high up in 
the Ethiopian mountains, near the 
geographic. center of the empire. To 
reach it a traveler must traverse the 
dusty caravan routes or board a train 
at Djibouti, French Somaliland, for 
long hours of riding through torrid 
plains, and rolling foothills to the 
central plateau region. 

“Nestling among eucalyptus-forested 
hills, Addis Ababa has a splendid cli- 
mate, which along with other attrac- 


‘tions, has been an important factor 


in its growth to a city of 70,000 in- 
habitants. Several thousand of its 
residents are foreigners, notably Brit- 
ish Indians, British Arabs, Greeks 
and Armenians, 

“Addis Ababa hills number more 
than those of Rome. The royal pal- 
ace, audience hall and new parliament 
building top one small hill. On others 
rise many prepossessing buildings, in- 
cluding villas of five European lega- 
tions, hotels, two government hospitals 
and churches. There are several 
schools, conducted mostly by Ethi- 
opian clergy and_ foreign  mission- 
aries. Recently Ethiopian students 
have been sent for advanced training 
in the United States, England, France 
and Switzerland. In many of the 
city’s wide, winding streets, rough 
cobbles lately have been replaced by 
macadam and asphalt surfaces. Elec- 
trie lighting is becoming more preva- 
lent, due to the founding of small 
private plants. Since the piping of 
water from Mount Intotto has been 
completed, natives can purchase in 
the market a five-gallon tin of water 
for a penny. They can also buy im- 
ported foods in the stores. Sound 
pictures are heard in the capital's 
theaters and there is telegraph service, 
and an air mail service to Djibouti. 

“At present, the country has almost 
no roads. Ethiopians bringing leopard 
skins, monkey furs and other articles 
of commerce to the bazar at Addis 
Ababa, pile them on the backs of 
camels and sure-footed donkeys that 
pick their way over stony mountain 
trails. Since 1932 the government has 
been buiiding two roads out of Addis 


| Ababa. One leads 50 miles northeast 


toward Dessye, the other 100 miles 
southwest toward Jimma 

“A few of the capital's wealthier 
citizens own automobiles, but many 
of them still take pride in riding 
gaily-caprisoned mules, followed by 
servants on foot. Automobiles feel 
their way carefully through streets 
sometimes choked with mules, don- 
keys, and jaywalking pedestrians, 
Streets are especially congested on 
Saturdays when about 20,000 pur- 
chasers throng the marketplace to buy 


‘salt, honey in goatskin bags, cotton 


sheeting and other commodities. 
Through the crowds of dark-skinned 
Ethiopians plod camels laden with 
sheets of corrugated iron used 
much of the city’s roofing. Tribal 
chiefs from remote villages, wearing 
lion mane collars and carrying gilded 
shields, ming’e with soldiers in khaki 
uniforms. 

“At night, these same streets are 
nearly deserted. Since most of the 
streets are tunlighted, a bugle at night- 
fall sounds a curfew for all Ethi- 
opians. Foreigners who renture abroad 
in the streets after dark are 
to carry lanterns. as

Of course, if the New 
York Milk Fund should decide to cut 
in, the success of the promotion would 
be assured.

Leader Charges They Are 
Clashes by Proxy Be- 
' tween Imperialists. 


MOSCOW, Aug. 18.—(/)—Wars 
and rebellions in tin America were 
declared by the French communist 
leader, Andre Marti, speaking today 
before the seventh congress of the 
third international, to be clashes by 
proxy of English and American im- 
perialism.” 

These two rival forces, he said, are 
conducting a “desperate struggle’ in 
South and Central America, and pro- 
voking wars between small states to 
settle their differences. 

Following upon Marti’s speech, the 
congress decided to terminate its ses- 
sions on Tuesday. 

Charges concerning preparations 
for “new imperialistic wars,” ad- 
vanced frequently before the co.gress 
with references particularly to Ger- 
many, Italy and Japan, were repeated 
last night by Premier Molotov, ad- 
dressing delegates to the World Phys- 
iological Congress at a dinner in the 
Kremlin. 

“These preparations are being car- 
ried out in full view of everybody,” 
he said. “The governing classes in 
some countries hope to find a way 
out of their internal difficulties in 
this manner.” 

The fate of scientists and science 
itself hangs in the balance in these 
countries, Molotov declared. 

Soviet Russia, he maintained, is 
showing the real way. 

“We have concluded a close alli- 
ance between labor and science. The 


toiling masses are liberated from the 
‘domination of rich parasites and see 


a bright future in the gftowth of cul- 
ture of all naflonalities and races in 
the flourishing soviet world of 
science.”’

POLITICAL METAL WAR 
REVIVED IN CONGRESS 


Silver Tinge Is Renewed in 
’ Final Phase of Lengthy

WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—(®)—} 
The silver tinge on the political hori- 
zon, instead of wearing off, has. he- 
come, more prominent in the final 
phase of this session of congress. 


‘Aside from its political aspects, sil- 
ver threads its way through some of 
the New Deal’s most important: eco- 
nomic problems, including foreign 
trade and the enigma of foreign ex- 
change stabilization. 

Light on.the ramifications of the 
year-old silver purchase program is 
expected in the forthcoming senate in- 
quiry authorized the past week after 
another wave of feverish selling in 
the world market for the metal. 


Whether it might serve to break an 

apparent deadlock between the ad- 
ministration and some of the silver 
champions in the senate over methods 
of buying the metal remains to be 
seen. 
Senator Thomas (Democrat, Okla- 
homa), leader of the silver bloc, wants 
the treasury to buy aggressively until 
the world price reaches $1.29 an 
ounce the coinage value of the metal 
in this. country. He. contends there 
is so little silver for sale in the world. 
compared with what the* governmert 
needs to attain a ratio.of three parts 
of gold to one part. silver for its 
metallic reserves, as. provided in the 
silver act, that vigorous buying by 
the treasury soon would sweep the! 
price up to that level. 

But Secretary Morgenthau holds it 
is “good business” to buy at lower 
prices, if metal can be had lower 
down. So he remarked in announcing 
the purchase in one day of. more than 
25.000,000 ounces. 

‘Keenly interested in the outcome 
of this tussle between the treasury and 
the ardent silverites are speculators, 
who apparently had looked upon silver 
as a “one way ride,” with the Ameri- 
can government footing the expense, 
until recently. Their doubts over con- 
tinuation of American buying was said 
to have prompted the heavy selling 
which broke the world price early in 
the week. 

Meanwhile, silver has been flow- 
ing into the United States in the! 
heaviest volume since the passage of| 
the silver act last year. The govern

Atlanta - Columbus - Mont- 
gomery Line Will Have 


Added Schedules. 

Additional bus schedules between At- 
lanta, Montgomery, Columbus, New 
Orleans and points west will be in- 
augurated Wednesday when a. fourth 
bus, leaving Atlanta at 4 o’clock in 
the morning, will be placed in service, 
it was announced yesterday by C. B. 
DeBerry, genefal traffic manager of 
the Atlantic Greyhound system, fiscal 
agents for the Old South Lines.

East. won the ace and South 
was delighted to note the fall of 
West’s queen. Although the play of 
the spade king was a false card to 
West, to East it plainly marked South 
with the jack as the original lead of 
the ten had denied that card. 


East therefore felt declarer’s dia- 
mond bid might have been psychic 
and shifted to that suit. Declarer en- 
couraged this belief by playing the 
diamond ten, West winning with the 
king and shifting to a heart. Dummy 
ducked, East taking with the king and 
returning another diamond. 
won with the ace and led the queen 
of hearts, but declarer now could see 
nine tricks and opportunity to win 4 
tenth by squeezing West.

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Painted Walls Not So Hard To Achieve, as Josephine Finds.

Painting brass beds had not proved 
such a dreadfully hard task. Josephine 
wondered whether she could not at- 
tempt the walls of the breakfast room. 
She went down town and spent a half 


morning in consultation with the deco- 

rator employed by a paint concern. 
Armed with much good advice, much 

valuable information and with the list

of paints and brushes she would need 
she came home ready to place her or- 
der and get ready to work. 

The walls had been papered. Using 
steam and water and much muscular 
action she removed all the paper. Then 
the walls were rubbed with sandpaper 
in places where they seemed a bit 
bumpy. After this came the first coat 
of paint which was called, and served 


|as, a primer and sealer. This pre- 
'pared the walls for the second coat. 

| This second coat was made up of 
'two ingrédients. The first was primer 
‘and sealer and the second was flat 
white paint called an undercoater. 
These were mixed in equal proportions. 
This coat was allowed to dry thor- 
| oughly. 

The third coat was more of the flat 
white paint tinted with enough oil 
paint squeezed from a tube to give the 
desired tint or shade. . 

In painting the woodwork Josephine 

knew she used enamel undercoater 
that was reduced to a thinner liquid 
by adding one pint turpentine and 
one pint raw linseed oil for every gal- 
lon of undercoater. The second coat 
was made up of enamel undercoater 
reduced with one pint turpentine for 
every gallon of undercoater. The third 
| coat consisted of four parts enamel 
| undercoater mixed with one part satin 
| finish enamel tinted the correct shade 
| by squeezing into it enough oil paint 
| of the correct color to give the right 
| Shade or _ tint. The woodwork 
was glazed with glazing liquid into 
which a small amount of vandyke 
brown was put. The glazing liquid 
was put on by Josephine using a paint 
brush. Then as soon as it was on, 
she wiped it off with a cloth leaving 
only faint traces of it in the deeper 
recesses of the wood trim. This an- 
tiqueing or glazing gives the woodwork 
a more finished look. It does not look 
fresh and crude and brash.
